— Divinity students and others 
expressly exempted from the 
draft by Congress may not be 
shorn of their exemptions as 
punishment for antiwar views. 
— A draft board’s refusal to 
shield 
a man from military 
service as a conscientious ob­ 
jector cannot be tested in court 
before Induction. 
The decisions did not settle 
the basic issue of whether the 
Selective Service can use the 
draft laws to punish antiwar 
advocates. 
This problem awaits the court 
in a case involving a draftee 
who doesn’t have a statutory ex­ 
emption and was classified 1A 
for turning in his draft card. 
Draft boards, on a clear sig­ 
nal from Lt.Gen. Lewis B.H er- 
shey, director of Selective Ser­ 
vice, have issued regulations 


to expose opponents of the war 
to immediate Induction. 
The divinity student ruling re­ 
duces the boards' power and 
may be Interpreted as a blow at 
Hershey policy. 
Justice William O. Douglas, 
in the 6 to 3 decision said the 
Cheyenne, Wyo., draft board 
which classified divinity stu­ 
dent James J. Oestereich 1A 
for turning in his draft card to 
the Justice Department acted in 
a “blatantly lawless manner.’’ 
Congress explicitly exempted 
from the draft divinity stu­ 
dents and clerics, veterans, 
National Guardsmen and reser­ 
vists, sole surviving sons and 
youths under 19. 
These people, under the Oes­ 
tereich 
decision, cannot be 
forced into service because of 
their political, racial or re­ 
ligious views. 
Most Vietnam war critics do 
not fit into this category. And 
the second ruling may fore­ 
shadow gloomy days for them. 
However, 
that ruling dealt 
with a bid for conscientious 
objector status — and did not 
Involve allegations that the 
draftee, Charles Gabriel of Al­ 


ameda County, Calif., was being 
punished for his views on the 
war. 
The next draft issue to betak­ 
en up by the Court involves 
Lawrence R. Faulkner, a 25- 
year-old Cornell graduate, who 
was reclassified 1A after he 
handed in his registration cer­ 
tificate to a Buffalo board to 
protest the United States’ war 
policy. 
Faulkner had enjoyed an oc­ 
cupational 
deferment 
as a 
teacher until he showed up at 
the board and denounced the 
war as Immoral and illegal. 
By then a graduate history 
student at the University of 
Buffalo, he was held delin­ 
quent for not having a registra­ 
tion certificate. 
Faulkner sued and won a rul­ 
ing in September by Federal 
Judge Anthony J. Travla 
of 
Brooklyn that cut a hole in 
the barrier against pre-induc­ 
tion suits. 
When a draftee claims he was 
reclassified for exercising his 
rights to free speech, Travia 
said, he is entitled to a court 
ruling without taking a chance 
on going to Jail to get one.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (A P )-

duled launching Saturday toward 
an orbit around the moon.

Anders plan several hours in the 
simulator today, mainly re­ 
hearsing what they'll do as they 
circle the moon for 20 hours on

Christmas Day. 
Critical events during this 
period include the firing of the 
Apollo 8 engine to place the ship 
in a lunar orbit ranging from 69 


to 196 miles above the surface, a 
second firing to circularize the 
path at the 69-mile altitude and 
a third Ignition to shoot toe as­ 
tronauts out of orbit and start 
them on the 58-hour trip back 
to earth. 
While 
circling toe moon, 
they'll determine how accurate­ 
ly they can navigate by sighting 
on toe stars and on prominent 
landmarks such as craters and 
mountains. 
At toe same time, ground sta­ 
tions will determine how pre­ 
cisely they can track Apollo 8. 
Large concentration of mate­ 
rial beneath the moon surface 
will cause subtle changes in toe 
orbital path, and trackers want 
to know exactly where these 


shifts occur. 
With present knowledge gain­ 
ed from tracking unmanned 
lunar orbiters, Anders said re­ 
cently that moon landing astro­ 
nauts could miss their target by 
as much as 48 miles. 
“ The more Apollo 8 can learn 
about toe moon's gravitational 
field, toe less will be our error 
when astronauts land," Anders 
said.

Outbreaks Of Flu 
Spread In 30 States

Outbreaks of flu and respira­ 
tory disease were reported in 30 
states today as the wave of in* 
fluenza-like illness continued to 
spread. Health authorities said 
the peak of the epidemic still 
appeared several weeks away. 
The National Communicable 
Disease Center in Atlanta said 
that the presence of the Hong 
Kong variety of flu was con* 
firmed in 16 states, the District 
of Columbia and Puerto Rico. 
The center was besieged by 
telephone queries about the epi* 
demic and one harried official 
said: "Some people have colds 
and some people have some­ 
thing else, and it's all being 
called'Hong Kong flu.*» 
Among the notable suffering 
from the flu were Vice PresU

WASHINGTON (A P)- The Su­ 
preme Court, moving slowly and 
carefully, has started to re­ 
solve draft law questions raised 
by the Vietnam war. But Impor­ 
tant decisions still lie ahead. 
In rulings Monday the covrt 
said: 
— Divinity students and others 
expressly exempted from the 
draft by Congress may not be 
shorn of their exemptions as 
punishment for antiwar views. 
— A draft board’s refusal to 
shield 
a man from military 
service as a conscientious ob­ 
jector cannot be tested in court 
before induction. 


The decisions did not settle 
the basic issue of whether the 
Selective Service can use the 
draft laws to punish antiwar 
advocates. 


This problem awaits the court 
in a case involving a draftee 
who doesn’t have a statutory ex­ 
emption and was classified 1A 
for turning in his draft card. 
Draft boards, on a clear sig­ 
nal from Lt. Gen. Lewis B. Her- 
shey, director of Selective Ser­ 
vice, have issued regulations 


to expose opponents of the war 
to immediate Induction. 
The divinity student ruling re­ 
duces the boards* power and 
may be Interpreted as a blow at 
Hershey policy. 
Justice William O. Douglas, 
in the 6 to 3 decision said the 
Cheyenne, Wyo., draft board 
which classified divinity stu­ 
dent James 
J. Oestereich 1A 
for turning in his draft card to 
the Justice Department acted in 
a "blatantly lawless manner." 
Congress explicitly exempted 
from the draft divinity stu­ 
dents and clerics, veterans, 
National Guardsmen and reser­ 
vists, sole surviving sons and 
youths under 19. 
These people, under the Oes­ 
tereich 
decision, cannot be 
forced into service because of 
their political, racial or re­ 
ligious views. 
Most Vietnam war critics do 
not fit Into this category. And 
the second ruling may fore­ 
shadow gloomy days for them. 
However, 
that ruling dealt 
with a bid for conscientious 
objector status — and did not 
involve 
allegations that 
the 
draftee, Charles Gabriel of Al­ 


ameda County, Calif., was being 
punished for his views on the 
war. 
The next draft Issue to betak­ 
en up by the Court Involves 
Lawrence R. Faulkner, a 25- 
year-old Cornell graduate, who 
was reclassified 1A after he 
handed in his registration cer­ 
tificate to a Buffalo board to 
protest the United States’ war 
policy. 
Faulkner had enjoyed an oc­ 
cupational 
deferment 
as a 
teacher until he showed up at 
the board and denounced the 
war as immoral and illegal. 
By then a graduate history 
student at the University of 
Buffalo, he was held delin­ 
quent for not having a registra - 
tion certificate. 
Faulkner sued and won a rul­ 
ing in September by Federal 
Judge Anthony J. Travla 
of 
Brooklyn that cut a hole in 
the barrier against pre-induc­ 
tion suits. 
When a draftee claims he was 
reclassified for exercising his 
rights to free speech, Travia 
said, he is entitled to a court 
ruling without taking a chance 
cm going to jail to get one. 


AIA SKA EARTHQUAKE 
ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) -

The Apollo 8 astronauts are us­ 
ing a 
spacecraft trainer to 
sharpen skills tor their sche­ 
duled launching Saturday toward 
an orbit around the moon. 
Air Force Col. Frank Borman, 
Navy Capt. James A. Lovell Jr. 
and Air Force Maj. William a. 
Anders plan several hours to toe 
simulator 
today, mainly re­ 
hearsing what they'll do as they 
circle toe moon for 20 hours on 
Christmas 
Eve 
and 
early 
Christmas Day. 
Critical events 
during this 
period include toe firing of toe 
Apollo 8 engine to place toe ship 
in a lunar orbit ranging from 69 


to 196 miles above toe surface, a 
second firing to circularize the 
path at the 69-mile altitude and 
a third Ignition to shoot toe as­ 
tronauts out of orbit and start 
them on the 58-hour trip back 
to earth. 
While 
circling 
the 
moon, 
they'll determine how accurate - 
ly they can navigate by sighting 
on toe stars ami on prominent 
landmarks such as craters and 
mountains. 
At the same time, ground sta­ 
tions will determine how pre­ 
cisely they can track Apollo 8. 
Large concentration oí mate­ 
rial beneath the moon surface 
will cause subtle changes to toe 
orbital path, and trackers want 
to know exactly where these 


shifts occur. 
With present knowledge gain­ 
ed from 
tracking unmanned 
lunar orbiters, Anders said re­ 
cently that moon landing astro­ 
nauts could miss their tar get by 
as much as 48 miles. 


"The more Apollo 8 can learn 
about the moon's gravitational 
field, toe less will be our error 
when astronauts land,” Anders 
said. 


One 
of toe landmarks that 
navigation expert Lovell will 
observe Is a triangular shaped 
mountain in the Sea of Tranquil­ 
lity which he has named "Mount 
Marilyn'* after his wife. 
"No one else has named toe 
thing," he said, "so Pve unoffi­ 


cially named it Mount Mari­ 
lyn.” 
The simulator time will add to 
the more toan 250 hours each of 
the three astronauts has logged 
in the device since they began 
training for toe mission in Au­ 
gust.

November's election, in which college bonds were defeated, that 
the cause of their defeat was rebellion on the campus. And last 
week, Max Rafferty, the state sig>erirtendert of schools, declared 
that: 


"If Hayakawa wins at the state college in San Francisco and 
if the other state colleges hire presidents who will follow his 
example, I think those state colleges could get any kind of bond 
issue from the people of California they want." 


That's taking a pretty long jump to a doubtful conclusion. No 
doubt disgust with the campus situation may have influenced some 
voters—maybe quite afew. But Si*>erintendent Rafferty is ignoring 
the fact that school bonds had become increasingly hard to put 
across long before the present wave of dissention swept the col­ 
leges. 
It took two elections to get a yes vote on the last high 
school bonds in Red Bluff, despite the fact that this community 
had a history of being school conscious. School bonds failed last 
year in Redding. 
And all across the country, proposed issues 
have met with difficulty. 


It doesn't take any deep research to bring out that dislike of 
Increasing taxes as well as of campus turmoil was a factor in 
defeating the college bonds. 


And when you come right down to it, it would be a pretty shabby 
thing on the part of the voters to refuse to provide education for 
the state's youth because a comparatively small percentage of 
students and teachers in a few schools are making a lot of trouble. 


Political dopesters think Congress and the new Cabinet may get 
along pretty well. Until it gets on toward election time again, that 
is.

It takos as­ 
tu te judgment, 
p a i n s t a k i n g 
t e s t i n g and 
c o n sultations 
w ith 
special­ 
ists to arrive 
a t 
an 
exact 
diagnosis 
in 
difficult cases. P atien ts occa­ 
sionally question such inten­ 
sive 
investigation 
and 
fre­ 
quently d isap p ear from the 
medical 
scene 
because they 
are “in a h u rry .” This takes 
them from doctor to doctor 
looking fo r the quick easy an­ 
sw er and eventually finding 
to tal disappointm ent because 
th eir recovery is delayed. 
I t is a law of medicine that 
says when the diagnosis is 
established, 
t h e 
treatm ent 
clearly follows in m ost cases 
P atie n ts som etim es put pres­ 
sure on doctors fo r treatm ent 
w ith antibiotics, cortisone and 
a variety of drugs, when ac­ 
tually th eir cooperation and 
patience is needed to arrive at 
a positive conclusion.

There is one wonderful cri­ 
terion of the health of a hos­ 
pitalized p atien t th a t dem ands 
no instrum ents but rath er de­ 
pends on the doctor’s intui­ 
tive aw areness of the progress 
of his p atien t tow ards health. 
It has been my personal ex­ 
perience th a t when a patient 
on whom I have perform ed 
some type of surgery begins 
to complain th a t the coffee is 
rancid, the television set is 
blurred and the nursing care 
is "terrible”, they have made 
their first g ian t step toward 
complete recovery. 
It is alw ays a t this time 
th at I tell m y patients I have 
never known a hospital th at 
serves cherries jubilee or oth­ 
er gourm et dishes. H ospitals 
are rem arkable organizations 
that are geared to obtain a 
single objective, the rapid re­ 
turn to health of th e ir pa­ 
tients. In order to do so the 
professional 
staff, 
th a t 
in­ 
cludes 
doctors, 
nurses 
and 
laboratory 
technicians, com­ 
bine their p articu lar talents 
with dozens of unsung and un­ 
heralded behind the scene peo­ 
ple who function to attain 
that objective. 
A nurse is required to be 
competent, angelic, solicitous, 
to be a flow er arranger, to 
serve meals, to give painless 
injections, to rub and powder 
backs, all w ithout anyone be­ 
ing aw are th a t her poor tired 
feet are barely able to m ake 
it towards the end of a gruel­ 
ing day. 
Em pathy is a single im por­ 
tant aspect of the relation­ 
ship between patients and hos­ 
pital personnel. When they ap­ 
preciate th a t m any of these 
overworked, 
harried 
people 
take care of dozens of other 
patients, then, and only then, 
can their real contributions 
to the return to health of a 
patient be known. The teach­ 
ing of m odem medicine gives 
nurses and doctors an em- 
pathic insight into the em o­ 
tional needs of their patients. 
This is how recovery is ac­ 
complished.

THE BROWNSVILLE 
AFFAIR - n 
Granted that a city encourag­ 
ing the decentralization of its 
schools so as to secure black 
control of black schools should 
look after teachers who are 
arbitrarily 
relieved of their 
teaching duties. To say as much 
is to concede that the new black 
superintendents will dispose of 
the power to fire whom they 
like. Should they have the pow­ 
er to hire whom they like ? The 
struggle in New York focuses 
essentially on that question. 
It is hard to give a persuasive 
answer, hard to draw an exactly 
plausible line. Herewith some 
thoughts on the matter; 
Q, Should Negro administra­ 
tors be permitted to hire teach­ 
ers irrespective of state licen­ 
sing requirements? 
A. Irrespective of some state 
licensing requirements, yes. 
Such requirements as specify, 


for 
Instance, 
residence at 
teachers 
colleges 
should be 
w aiv ed . Others that require 
some evidence of proficiency in 
the subjects to be taught, obvi­ 
ously should not. However, the 
superintendent and the board of 
the appropriate unit should be 
given the power to waive any 
requirement in any individual 
case. 
Q. What if the administrators 
of black school hired a teacher 
who taught hatred for white 
people, or for white officials, 
or policemen ? 


A. The teaching of race hatred 
should not be permitted. A use­ 
ful definition of what ought to be 
permitted is embodied in the 
UN’s Genocide Convention. A 
teacher judged guilty of teach­ 
ing such doctrines should be 
suspended for a period of, say, 
three years. 
Q. What about ideological in­ 
doctrination? What if the teach­ 
er preaches the thought of Mao 
Tse-tung, or advances the prin­ 
ciples of Karl Marx. Should that 
be tolerated? 
A. My inclination would be to 
say yes; tolerate it, say over a 
period of two or three years. 
Such toleration would be an act 
of faith in the strategic good 
sense of the Negro community. 
During that trial period, a r­ 
rangements should be made to 
protect the minority which de­ 
sires to go to a different school 
because of the parents’ opposi­ 
tion to the Indicated school. If 
after a few years it becomes 
manifest that the black commu­ 
nity as a whole does not bother 
to control the schools, that in 
fact they are conscript to an 
ideological clique, then the only 
answer is to move massively 
to recapture the schools. But 
until it is so proven, it would 
appear wise to make the exper­ 


iment. 
Q. How can you talk about 
"making the experiment" when 
conceivably it is at the expense 
of ruining the minds of young 
children? 
A. In the first place, the minds, 
qua minds, are being ruined 
anyway, by inadequate educa­ 
tion. In the second place, it isn’t 
only in black schools at Browns- 
ville Ocean Hill that you run 
the danger of ideological indoc­ 
trination. You get 1.1. in schools 
throughout the country. At Prin­ 
ceton University, more mem­ 
bers of the faculty registered a 
preference for Dick Gregory for 
President 
than 
for Richard 
Nixon for President. It is not as 
though one were threatening 
what was heretofore a well - bal­ 
anced civic situation. At Har­ 
lem they have had centrally ad­ 
ministered public schools for 
years, and for years they have 
had Adam Clayton Powell Jr. 
Q. But aren’t you making rec­ 
ommendations which are In a 
sense racist? 
A. Yes, but only in the sense 
that reverse discrimination is 
racist. It is apparent that the 
black community desires the 
exercise of power. Now in or­ 
der to exercise power, it be­ 
comes 
necessary to permit 
black people to assume posi­ 
tions for which they are not 
quallfed by conventional stand­ 
ards. That is no different from 
what 
the white colleges are 
doing when they lower their 
standards in order to admit 
Negro freshmen ahead of oth­ 
ers who are better qualified 
academically. To appoint 
a 
black teacher because he is 
black is racist, granted. But 
we have reached a point In 
race relations where it be­ 
comes desirable to act consci­ 
ously in such 
a 
way as to 
a c c e d e 
to such demands 
of the Negro community as are 
In the least way plausible. Ne­ 
gro control over the education of 
Negro children would appear to 
be one of these defensible ob­ 
jects. 
Q. Do you then assume that 
only black teachers would be 
hired ? 
A. No. In Brownsville, for in­ 
stance, 
the majority of the 
teachers were white even under 
the rump regime of Mr. McCoy. 
What seemed to make the dif­ 
ference was that those particu­ 
lar teachers were hired by the 
black administrators. It is the 
authority that they seem to de­ 
sire: that is the crucial point. 
Q. And how can one prevent 
the minority of fanatical blacks 
from taking over? 
A. How does one prevent the 
minority 
of fanatical whites 
from taking over? By periodic 
elections, 
overseen by the 
courts.

WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
Transportation Alan Boyd, one­ 
time Florida cracker who has 
become a defender of Negro 
ghetto residents, is leaving an 
Important 
precedent for his 
successor, Gov. John Volpe of 
Massachusetts, the big builder. 
Secretary Boyd 
Is holding 
hearings this week which will 
set a definite policy of giving 
the public the right to get in on 
the ground floor regarding the 
routing of future thruways. 
In the past, thruways have fre­ 
quently been routed by state and 
federal engineers, and only af­ 
ter the plan was firmly fixed 
was the public consulted re­ 
garding the route. This meant 
that those whose residences 
and businesses would be torn up 
by the bulldozers had almost 
nothing to say about It. 
Secretary Boyd has decreed 
that this is wrong, that there 
should be two hearings, as fol­ 
lows: 
1. Early, before the route Is 
definitely fixed and when the 
public can express its pros and 
cons; 
2. After the engineers, con­ 
sidering public protests, have 
tentatively fixed the route. 
This week the highway lobby, 
made up of tire, oil and gas 
and concrete interests, plus the 
Automobile Manufacturers As­ 
sociation, Is testifying before 
Boyd’s Transporation Depart­ 
ment against the two-step high­ 
way hearing rule. 


DISRUPTING PEOPLE 
The lobby, however, is not 
likely to change Boyd. He has 
watched the local battle in the 
District of Columbia where peo­ 
ple rebelled against thruways 
disrupting their homes and the 
beauty of the Potomac. They 
were backed recently by the U.S. 
Court of Appeals which ruled 
that the people had a right tobe 
heard before a final decision 
was made. 


The District of Columbia con­ 
troversy Is certain to go to 
Congress where Rep. William 
Natcher of Kentucky has mys­ 
teriously become 
the 
great 
friend of the highway lobby — 
even to the point of threatening 
to ban a subway for the nation’s 
capital unless It agrees to thru­ 
ways. A lot of people are very 
curious as to why Natcher has 
become the one-man champion 
of the highway lobby. 
In 
Nashville, Tenn., 
also, 
there’s been a revolt against 
highways which will put Negro 
businesses on dead-end streets 
at the very same time that the 
federal government is trying to 
promote black capitalism. A 
two-step hearing system might 
have avoided this. 
New Secretary of Transporta­ 
tion John Volpe has been both 
an efficient governor of Mas­ 
sachusetts 
and an efficient 
highway builder. The John A. 
Volpe Construction Company is 
one of the biggest in the na­ 
tion. But the latter has put 
Volpe close to the concrete 
lobby. It will be interesting to 
see how he lines up regarding 
thruways. 


NIXON-GO-ROUND 
Keep an eye on Walter An- 
nenberg, publisher of the Phil­ 
adelphia Inquirer, TV Guide, 
Seventeen, and owner of five 
TV stations, to become Secre­ 
tary of the Navy. The P resi­ 
dent-elect was recently enter­ 
tained at Annenberg’s palatial 
estate at Palm Springs, Calif., 
along with Gov. Ronald Reagan 
of California . . . Bill Paley, 
chairman of CBS, is in line to 
be ambassador to England. His 
brother-in-law, Jock Whitney, 
publisher of the now defunct 
New York Herald Tribune, se r­ 
ved there under Ike. Paley’s 
vice president, William Shakes­ 
peare, was Nixon’s TV advisor 
during the campaign, also mas­ 
terminded the "cabinet extra­ 
vaganza” in which RNannounc­ 
ed his new official family. . . 
Democrats are still smarting 
over the way the networks man­ 
handled coverage of the Dem­ 
ocratic convention at Chicago. 
They figure it cost Hubert Hum­ 
phrey more than the 499,000 
votes by which he lost to Nixon.

Sargent Shriver 
continues to have "in-law” 
trouble. When Hubert Humphrey 
wanted to make him his Vice 
Presidential running mate last 
August, Hubert telephoned Sen. 
Teddy 
Kennedy, 
Shriver’s 
brother-in-law, and got a blunt 
no. The Kennedys didn’t want 
Shriver built up for a future 
candidate for President against 
Teddy . . . After Shriver was 
offered the U. N. ambassador­ 
ship by Nixon, he flew to Wash­ 
ington to confer with his broth- 
er-in-law. This time Teddy was 
not enthusiastic. If Shriver be­ 
comes part of the Nixon admin­ 
istration, it might embarrass 
Kennedy when he runs for P res­ 
ident in 1972 and has to attack 
Nixon. 


"MINNESOTA MAFIA” 
Hubert Humphrey, criticized 
during the campaign for poor 
organization, will have to ex­ 
pand the so-called "Minnesota 
Mafia” in order to rebuild the 
Democratic party. During the 
recent campaign, HHH had to 
rely chiefly on his Minnesota 
friends, plus Larry O’Brien. 
He got a late start and had 
trouble getting other support. 
As titular leader of the Dem­ 
ocratic party, the Vice P resi­ 
dent now must perfect an o r­ 
ganization in every state, ac­ 
cording to Democrats who are 
suspicious of the "Minnesota 
Mafia.”

On this date: 
In 1807, the American poet, 
John Greenleaf Whittier, was 
born in Haverhill, Mass. 
In 1830, the South American 
patriot and liberator, Simon 
Bolivar died in Columbia. 
In 1914, Britain proclaimed a 
protectorate over Egypt. 
In 1939, the German crew of 
the pocket battleship, "Graf 
Spee," scuttled the ship off 
Montevideo, 
Uruguay. 
Brit­ 
ish warships were in pursuit. 
In 1941, the Japanese began 
an invastion of North Borneo. 
In 1962, President John F. 
Kennedy seated in his rocking 
chair, made a radio and TV 
report to the nation on his first 
two years in office. 
Ten years ago: 
Mao Tse- 
tung retired as Communist 
China's chief of state but con­ 
tinued to head the Communist 
party in Jchica. 
Five years ago: President 
Lyndon B. Johnson told the 
United 
Nations 
the 
United 
States wants the cold war ended 
"once and for all.” 
One year ago: 16 bodies were 
recovered and 41 more persons 
were reported missing after an 
Ohio river bridge collapsed at 
Point Pleasant, W. Va. 


Ancient Site 


Imperiled 
The remains of an ancient 
civilization, discovered in 1921 
and still not widely known, are 
now threatened by rising flood 
waters from the Indus River in 
Pakistan. 
This is the city 
of Mohenjo-Daro, discovered by 
a British archaelogist named 
Sir John Marshall, It would be 
a sad thing if efforts to avert 
destruction of the site were to 
fall. 
Marshall is now excavating 
the site with a team of helpers. 
They have found such impres­ 
sive structures as a swimming* 
pool-sized ceremonial bath lin­ 
ed with asphalt, and a city 
drainage system worthy of the 
20th century. Copper weapons 
and tools, and clay figurines 
of gods and goddesses, also 
have been unearthed. There are 
indications, including similar 
finds several hundred miles a- 
way, that this was no minor 
civilization but one of some 
consequence. 
Who were the Mohenjo-Daro 
people ? though we do not know, 
they have left many seals with 
a writing resembling the Sume­ 
rian script of the Mesopotamian 
valley. 
The Sumerians were 
the precursors of the Assyrians 
and Babylonians. 
Caesar Started It 
The modern calendar owes Its 
basic form to Julius Caesar. 
In 46 B. C. Caesar decreed a 
36b-day year and an extra day 
every fourth February. 
Until then, the year had 355 
days, plus added months or days 
to make it conform to the solar 
year. 
To start 45 B. C. In align­ 
ment with the seasons, Caesar 
extended the year 46 to 445 
days.

T here have been statem ents repeated quite often since la st 
November’s election, In which college bonds were defeated, that 
the cause ot their defeat w as rebellion on the campus.

That’s taking a pretty long Jump to a doubtful conclusion. No 
doubt disgust with the campus situation may have Influenced some 
vo ters— m aybe quite a few. But Superintendent Rafferty Is Ignoring 
the fact that school bonds had becom e Increasingly hard to put 
ac ro ss long before the p resen t wave of dissentlon swept the col* 
leges. 
It took two elections to get a yes vote on the last high 
school bonds in Red Bluff, despite the fact that this community 
had a history of being school conscious. School bonds failed last 
year In Redding. 
And all ac ro ss the country, proposed issues 
have m et w ith difficulty.

I t is a g re a t a rt and science 
to be a doctor.

T here is one wonderful cri­ 
terion of the health of a hos­ 
pitalized patient th a t demands 
no instrum ents b u t rather de­ 
pends on the doctor's intui­ 
tive aw areness of the progress 
of his patient tow ards health. 
I t has been m y personal ex­ 
perience th a t w hen a patient 
on whom I have perform ed 
some type of su rg ery begins 
to com plain th a t th e coffee is 
r&ncid, the television set is 
blurred and the nursing care 
is "terrible”, they have made 
their first g ian t step toward 
com plete recovery. 
I t Is always a t this time 
th a t I tell m y p a tie n ts I have 
never known a hospital th at 
serves cherries jubilee or oth­ 
er gourm et dishes. Hospitals 
are rem arkable organizations 
th a t are geared to obtain a 
single objective, th e rapid re­ 
tu rn to health of their pa­ 
tients. In order to do so the 
professional 
sta ff, 
th a t in­ 
cludes 
doctors, 
nurses 
and 
laboratory technicians, com­ 
bine their p a rtic u la r talents 
w ith dozens of u nsung and un­ 
heralded behind th e scene peo­ 
ple who function 
to attain 
th a t objective. 
A nurse is required to be 
com petent, angelic, solicitous, 
to be a flower arran g er, to 
serve meals, to give painless 
injections, to rub and powder 
backs, all w ithout anyone be­ 
ing aw are th a t h er poor tired 
feet are barely able to m ake 
it tow ards the end of a gruel­ 
ing day. 
Em pathy is a single im por­ 
ta n t aspect of th e relation­ 
ship between p atien ts and hos­ 
pital personnel. W hen they ap ­ 
preciate th a t m any of these 
overworked, 
harried 
people 
take care of dozens of other 
patients, then, and only then, 
can their real contributions 
to the return to health of a 
patient be known. The teach­ 
ing of modem medicine gives 
nurses and doctors an em- 
pathic insight into the em o­ 
tional needs of th e ir patients. 
This is how recovery is ac ­ 
complished. 


for 
instance, 
residence at 
teachers 
colleges 
should be 
w a i v e d . Others 
that require 
som e evidence of proficiency in 
the subjects to be taught, obvi­ 
ously should not.

A. My inclination would be to 
say yes; tolerate It, say over a 
period of two or three years. 
Such toleration would be an act 
of faith In the strategic good 
sense of the Negro com munity. 
During that tria l period, a r ­ 
rangem ents should be m ade to 
protect the minority which d e­ 
sire s to go to a different school 
because of the parents’ opposi­ 
tion to the Indicated school. If 
after a few years It becom es 
manifest that the black com mu­ 
nity as a whole does not bother 
to control the schools, that In 
fact they are conscript to an 
ideological clique, then the only 
answer Is to move m assively 
to recapture the schools. But 
until it is so proven, it would 
appear wise to make the exper­ 


iment. 
Q. How can you talk about 
“ making the experim ent” when 
conceivably It is at the expense 
of ruining the minds of young 
children ? 
A. In the first place, the minds, 
qua m inds, are being ruined 
anyway, by inadequate educa­ 
tion. In the second place, It isn’t 
only In black schools at Browns - 
ville Ocean Hill that you run 
the danger of ideological indoc­ 
trination. You get i. 1. In schools 
throughout the country. At P rin ­ 
ceton U niversity, m ore m em ­ 
bers of the faculty reg istered a 
preference for Dick G regory for 
President 
than 
for Richard 
Nixon for P resident. It is not as 
though 
one 
were threatening 
what was heretofore a w e ll-b a l­ 
anced civic situation. At H ar­ 
lem they have had centrally ad­ 
m inistered public schools for 
years, and for years they have 
had Adam Clayton Powell J r. 
Q. But a re n ’t you making rec­ 
ommendations which a re In a 
sense ra c ist? 
A. Yes, but only In the sense 
that rev e rse discrim ination Is 
rac ist. It is apparent that the 
black community d e sire s the 
exercise of power. Now in o r­ 
der to exercise power, it be­ 
comes 
necessary to 
perm it 
black people to assum e posi­ 
tions for which they are not 
quallfed by conventional stand­ 
ard s. That Is no different from 
what 
the white 
colleges are 
doing when they low er thetr 
standards in order to admit 
Negro freshm en ahead of oth­ 
e rs who are better qualified 
academ ically. To appoint 
a 
black teacher because he is 
black Is racist, granted. But 
we have reached a point In 
race relations w here it b e­ 
com es desirable to act consci­ 
ously in such 
a 
way as to 
a c c e d e 
to 
such 
demands 
of the N egro community as are 
in the least way plausible. N e­ 
gro control over the education of 
N egro children would appear to 
be one of these defensible ob­ 
jects. 
Q. Do you then assum e that 
only black teachers would be 
hired ? 
A. No. In Brownsville, for In­ 
stance, 
the 
m ajority 
of the 
te ac h ers were white even under 
the rum p regim e of M r. McCoy. 
What seem ed to make the dif­ 
ference was that those particu­ 
la r teachers were hired by the 
black adm inistrators. It Is the 
authority that they seem to d e­ 
sire : that is the crucial point. 
Q. And how can one prevent 
the m inority erf fanatical blacks 
from taking over? 
A. How does one prevent the 
m inority 
of 
fanatical whites 
from taking over? By periodic 
elections, 
overseen 
by 
the 
c o u rts. 


WASHINGTON - Secretary of 
T ransportation Alan Boyd, one­ 
tim e Florida cracker who has 
become a defender of Negro 
ghetto residents, la leaving an 
im portant 
precedent for his 
su ccesso r, Gov. John Volpe of 
M assachusetts, the big builder. 
Secretary 
Boyd 
Is 
holding 
hearings this week which will 
set a definite policy of giving 
the public the right to get in on 
the ground floor regarding the 
routing of future thruw ays. 
In the past, thruways have fre ­ 
quently been routed by state and 
federal engineers, and only a f­ 
ter the plan was firm ly fixed 
was the public consulted r e ­ 
garding the route. This meant 
that those whose residences 
and businesses would be torn up 
by the bulldozers had alm ost 
nothing to say about it. 
S ecretary Boyd has decreed 
that this is wrong, that there 
should be two hearings, as fol­ 
lows: 
1. E arly, before the route Is 
definitely fixed and when the 
public can express Us pros and 
cons; 
2. A fter the engineers, con­ 
sidering public pro tests, have 
tentatively fixed the route. 
T his week the highway lobby, 
made up of tire , oil and gas 
and concrete in terests, plus the 
Automobile M anufacturers A s­ 
sociation, Is testifying before 
• Boyd’s Transporatton D epart­ 
m ent against the tw o-step high­ 
way hearing rule. 


The D istrict of Columbia con­ 
troversy is certain to gc to 
C ongress where Rep. W illiam 
N atcher of Kentucky has m ys­ 
teriously 
become 
the 
great 
friend of the highway lobby — 
even to the point of threatening 
to ban a subway for the nation's 
capital unless U agrees to th ru - 
w ays. A lot of people a re very 
curious as to why N atcher has 
becom e the one-man champion 
of the highway lobby. 
In 
N ashville, 
Teim., 
also, 
th e re 's been a revolt against 
highways which will put N egro 
businesses on dead-end stre e ts 
at the very sam e tim e that the 
federal government Is trying to 
prom ote black capitalism . A 
tw o-step hearing system might 
have avoided this. 
New Secretary of T ra n sp o rta­ 
tion John Volpe has been both 
an efficient governor of M as­ 
sachusetts 
and an efficient 
highway builder. The J oIni A. 
Volpe Construction Company is 
one of the biggest In the n a­ 
tion. But the la tte r has put 
Volpe close to the concrete 
lobby. It will be interesting to 
see how he lines up regarding 
thruw ays.

"I would review my insurance 
and perhaps borrow on my life. 
Sure, why not? If I had an ai* 
nuity policy I might decide in­ 
stead on term Insurance. 
At 


certain times term is best; 
when the children are growing, 
for example." 
The mortgage should be re­ 
viewed, "Anybody who pays off 
a mortgage in advance today 
would be foolish if he's paying 
s lower rate then currently 
exists. 
It might even be worth 
taking out a mortgage." 
While recognizing that every 
situation is a distinct one, Er. 
ickson generalizes to the extent 
that he believes young people 
should practice deficit spending 
and hedge against their future. 
Erickson reasons that "If you 
wait in this life until you have 
the money you'll never own any. 
thing." Buying power, he notes, 
reaches a peak late in life, a 
time when expenses very often 
are growing less.

WASHINGTON (A P)- Though 
the wealth of the Nixon cabi­ 
net won’t match that of the 
"nine millionaires and a plumb­ 
e r” of the original Eisenhower 
Cabinet, most of its members 
will suffer pay cuts by coming 
to Washington. 
A 
Cabinet secretary draws 
$35,000 a year. The men picked 
by President-elect Nixon from 
banking, law and the construct­ 
ion industry have been doing a 
lot better than that. Most of the 
public officials and educators 
he chose have been doing about 
as well, and only two of the ap­ 
pointees are likely to improve 
their financial status. 
Nixon himself reportedly drew 
an Income of around $200,000 
a year as a senior partner in a 
New York law firm. That gives 
some kind of clue to the income 
of the incoming attorney gen­ 
eral, John N. Mitchell, who was 
a senior partner in the same 
firm. 
Something 
like that income 
level probably can be ascribed 
to William P. Rogers, who will 
be secretary of state. 
The long-time Nixon friend 
and former attorney general is 
a member of another major law 
firm of New York and Washing­ 
ton, serving wealthy corpor­ 
ate clients. 
Two of the three governors 
who will come to Washington 
did 
not 
improve their pay­ 
checks. The state of Michigan 
pays its governor 
$40,000 or 
$50,000 more than George Rom- 
ney, former head of American 
Motors Corp., will make as sec­ 
retary of housing and urban de­ 
velopment. 
John A. Volpe makes $35,000 


as governor of Massachusetts. 
But salary is not Volpe’s fore­ 
most worry for this one-time 
hod carrier and carpenter o r­ 
ganized 
a multimillion dollar 
construction 
operation 
that 
bears his name. 
The 
Cabinet’s two bankers 
also would do better financially 
to stay out of government. 
David M. Kennedy’s 
bank, 
biggest in Chicago and eighth 
biggest in the country, pays 
him far more than he will get 
from the U. S. Treasury. Maur­ 
ice 
Stans, 
a former budget 
director under President E is­ 
enhower, also will find it un­ 
necessary to scrimp to get by on 
his Secretary of Commerce pay. 
He was president of Western 
Bancorporation in Los Angeles, 
and, more recently, president 
of the New York banking house of 
Glore, Forgan, 
William 
R. 
Staats. 


Even 
the Cabinet 
officers 
drafted from the traditionally 
poorly paid ranks of educators 
are not bettering themselves 
noticeably, if at all. 
Clifford M. Hardin, incoming 
secretary of agriculture, makes 
$35,000 as chancellor of the 
University of Nebraska. 
The University of Chicago re ­ 
fuses to tell the salary of George 
P. Shultz, who will be secre­ 
tary of labor. But professors’ 
pay ranges up to $30,000 and 
Shultz as dean of the graduate 
school of business presumably 
gets more. 


A special White House com­ 
mission has recommended that 
the Cabinet officers boasted to 
$60,000 and this could lessen 
the financial loss considerably 
for most of the newcomers.

To Announce U.N. Ambassador

NEW YORK (A P )- President­ 
elect Nixon, meeting today with 
Secretary-General U Thant of 
the United Nations, definitely 
will announce by the end of the 
week his Democratic choice as 
U, S. Ambassador to the United 
Nations. 
In advance of Nixon’s Thant 
meeting, Ronald 
L. Ziegler, 
press spokesman for the presi­ 
dent-elect, said Nixon’s choice 
for the U. N. job would be an­ 
nounced 
this week — leaving 


open the possibility he might 
let the secretary-general be 
the first to know. 
Nixon asked to see Thant in a 
move described by Ziegler as 
one designed to demonstrate 
"Mr. Nixon’s support of the 
United Nations.” 
Perhaps more significantly, he 
added that the session alongside 
the East River would open com- 
munications 
between the in­ 
coming chief executive and the 
head of the world organization. 
Going to the UN with Nixon 


were his secretary of state- 
designate William P. Rogers; 
his national security advisor, 
Henry A. Kissinger; Robert D. 
Murphy, his 
go-between with 
the Johnson administration, and 
J. Russell Wiggins, President 
Johnson’s 
recently- installed 
replacement as ambassador to 
the United Nations. 
Sargent Shriver, ambassador 
to France and brother-in-law 
of Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass., remained the principal 
betting favorite in 
whatever 


contest there might be for the 
U. N. ambassadorship. How­ 
ever, it was clear that, with the 
passage of days, the potential 
Shriver nomination was becom­ 
ing 
less likely — perhaps be­ 
cause of objections from within 
the Kennedy family. The possi­ 
bility 
arose that the position 
would go again to Wiggins or, 
by more remote chance, per­ 
haps to Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 
D-Wash., classed as a far out­ 
sider who nevertheless 
has 
been in repeated contact with 


Nixon and has hedged when ask­ 
ed about 
continued service in 
the Senate. 


Nixon set up for himself today 
his heaviest publicly announced 
schedule.

The exposure opportunity of an ad is not ma­ 
terially influenced by its position in the news­ 
paper. In other words, an ad has a good 
chance of being seen no matter where it is in 
the paper. 


There is some variation by sex and section. 
For example, more men 
than women see 
the sports pages. And more women than men 
see the food/fashion pages. 


However, this chart does not represent all 
exposure. 
Other studies tell us that many 
people do not remember all the pages (or ad- 


pages. 


More to the point is the fact that all the 
figures on the chart are high and fairly even 
(especially if we take into account the above- 
mentioned unrecalled exposure). In fact, if 
we average all the percentages, we find that 
82% of all newspaper readers see the average 
page with advertising (Chart 9.) Thus, any 
advertiser is assured of high exposure any­ 
where in the daily newspaper-- and with one 
insertion.

Most O f Cabinet Will 
Suffer Pay Cuts 
To Announce U.N. Ambassador

WASHINGTON (AP)— Though 
the wealth of the Nixon cabi­ 
net won't match that of ttto 
"nine millionaires and a plumb­ 
er*' of the original Elsenhower 
Cabinet, most of its members 
will suffer pay cuts by coming 
to Washington. 
A 
Cabinet secretary draws 
$35,000 a year. The men picked 
^by President-elect Nixon from 
banking, law and the construct­ 
ion industry have been doing a 
lot better than that. Most of the 
public officials and educators 
he chose have been doing about 
as well, and only two of the ap­ 
pointees are likely to improve 
their financial status. 
Nixon himself reportedly drew 
an Income of around $200,000 
a year as a senior partner in a 
New York law firm. That gives 
some kind of clue to the Income 
of the incoming attorney gen­ 
eral, John N. Mitchell, who was 
a senior partner in the same 
firm . 
Something like 
that Income 
level probably can be ascribed 
to William P. Rogers, who will 
be secretary of state. 
The 
long-time 
Nixon friend 
and former attorney general is 
a member of another major law 
firm of New V ->rk and Washing­ 
ton, serving wealthy corpor­ 
ate clients. 
Two of the three governors 
who will come to Washington 
did 
not 
improve 
their pay­ 
checks. The state of Michigan 
pays its governor 
$40,000 or 
$50,000 more than George Rom­ 
ney, former head of American 
Motors Corp., will make as sec­ 
retary of housing and urban de­ 
velopment. 
John A. Volpe makes $35,000 


as governor of Massachusetts. 
But salary is not Volpe's fore­ 
most worry for this one-time 
hod carrier and carpenter or­ 
ganized 
a multimillion dollar 
construction 
operation 
that 
bears his name. 
The 
Cabinet's 
two bankers 
also would do better financially 
to stay out of government. 
David M. Kennedy’s 
bank, 
biggest in Chicago and eighth 
biggest in the country, pays 
him far more than he will get 
from the U. S.Treasury. Maur­ 
ice 
Stans, 
a former budget 
director under President E is­ 
enhower, also will find it un­ 
necessary to scrimp to get by on 
his Secretary of Commerce pay. 
He was president of Western 
Bancorporatlon in Los Angeles, 
and, more recently, president 
of the New York banking house of 
Glore, Forgan, 
William 
R.

Police 
limited entrance to 
the campus to one road, scrut­ 
inized every car and turned a- 
way a score of persons who 
didn't have proper identifica­ 
tion. As an extra precaution, 
they 
checked student 
body 
cards against enrollment rec­ 
ords. 
At San Francisco State, clos­ 
ed for Christmas a week earlier 
than usual because of two weeks 
of violence, meetings were a r­ 
ranged to try to head off a 
teachers’ strike threatened for 
Jan. 6» 
Teachers who picketed on the 
last 
three days the college 
was open arranged a meeting 
with two members of college 
system 
Chancellor Glenn S. 


Dumke's 
staff to lay ground­ 
work tor further meetings with 
tbs college trustees. 
The 270 members of the cam­ 
pus local of the AFL-CtO Amer­ 
ican Federation of Teachers 
have threatened to strike for 
higher pay, a lighter work load 
and for more control over col­ 
lege affairs. The college has 
1,100 full— and pert-tim e fac­ 
ulty members. 
Leaders of the student strike 
— which began Nov. 6 and ulti­ 
mately led to a massive show 
of 
police force 
on campus 
held a City Hall rally Monday 
and vowed to continue the strike 
for more benefits if thslr mi­ 
norities demands srs not met. 
Police 
arrested Jerry Var- 
nardo, a leader of the campus 
Black 
Students 
Union, on a 
previous warrant. 
The BSU and the Third World

At San Mateo, the campus 
branch of the same two minor­ 


ity student groups want more 
ethnic courses and mors finan­ 
cing for them. 
A hastily formed organization 
called United Students (or O r­ 
der circulated petitions calling 
for an end to “ student apathy to 
violence and intimidation and 
destruction 
of 
public prop­ 
erty," 
The petitions ask the remov­ 
al from campus of any person 
who attempts to “ agitata and 
disrupt." 
"We will be prepared for any 
trouble that might arise," said 
Robert Ewtgleben, president of 
the 19,000-student college.
